Astrid's mother, princess Ingeborg of 
Sweden and the king and queen of 
Belgium were present when the child 
was born. 


The union of Leopold and Astrid 


was one of the most notable royal al- 
liances of recent years and aroused 
universal interest both because of the 
personalities of two young people and 
the patent fact that theirs was a love 
match. 


Leopold met the fair Astrid, niece 


of the king of Sweden, when she vis- 
ited Belgium and promptly succumb- 
ed to her charms. Leopold-is 26 and 
his duchess 21.

desperately to remove the debris from 
the collapsed portion of the Kimber- 
y-Clark Co. paper mill, hope was en- 
tertained that they would reach the 
body, of J- Mandcrs. DePere, believed 
to be in the ruins, before night. The 
body of J- Despins. 37, 716 Boyd-ave, 
Kaukauna, 
was

wreckage at 4:45 Tuesday morning. 
The body- was partly immersed in the 
water into which the wreckage had 
fallen. 


According to information from the 


mill, all the debris will not be cleared 
out before many hours, although ev- 
ery effort and every energy is being 
devoted to that work.

ed by the C. R. Meyer Sons Construc- 
tion Co.. were engaged in removing 
planking from the basement when the 
building collapsed.

Green Bay— W)—Wisconsin 
will 


contribute probably 27,000,000 poumlb 
of sugar to help satisfy 
America's 


sweet tooth this year. The annual har- 
vest of sugar beets has been started 
and four gigantic plants swing into 
operation next week to rob the beets 
of their sachanne and convert it into 
fine granulated sugar for human con- 
sumption. 


The purses of Wisconsin 
farmers 


should be swelled by 51,500,000 as the 
result of the harvest, being paid be- 
tween $7 and $7 50 a ton for their 
^927 crop of beets. 


Harvested on Wisconsin soil, thous- 


ands of tons of beets will be transport- 
ed to plants at Janesville, Green Bay, 
Menominee Falls, and 
Menominee, 


Mich., where their • treasure of sugar 
literally will ba washed out of 
the 


pulp. 


In CO days the \ast pioduction of 


sugar beets will be transformed into 
bugar ana shipped to various paits of 
the United States 


Work in the fields staited this week 


In some of the sections less 
affected 


by the heavy rains and niuclhnery in 
the plants \\iia in readiness to start as 
soon as u supply of beets sulllclent to 
assure continuous operation, was on 
hand. 


7,500 ACRES IN BEETS 


Tho combined output of the 
plants 


is expected to approximate 27,000,000 
pounds of sugar extracted from 
the 


beets off 7,500 acres, including some 
from the Upper Michigan peninsula. 


The Rock-co Sugar company plant 


at Janesville was expected by AV. W. 
Wooll, manager, to commence opera- 
tions Oct. 12 and runfor-CO days with 
<i force of 225 men in the plant and 
!iOO in the fields exclusive of the regu- 
lar faim heh;. He expected the 4,500 
acres under contract would yield 34,- 
000 to 33,000 tons of beets 
which 


.should yield in the neighborhood 
of 


7,000 pounds of fine granulated sugar, 
while the three plants of the Menom- 
mee Kiver Sugar company were ex- 
pected to 
manufacture 
20,000,000 


pounds. 


The plants at Menomine, Green Bay 


and Menominee Falls will open Octo- 
ber 10 or 11, announced the Menom- 
mee office, with 500 persons employed 
in the three factories, and 3,000 per- 
sons gatheung the beets in the field. 
The field force will harvest the beets 
from 15,000 acres "under contract. 


A force of 200 men will be employed 


at the Green Bay 
and Menominee 


plants with 100 at Menominee Falls. 


UP TO AVERAGE 


Rains may affect the crop, which is 


expected to be about average. Owing 
to the extieme wet weather 
in the 


spring there was a shrinkage of ap- 
proximately 20 per cent between the 
acres contracted and actually grown, 
explains Mr. Wooll. 


"Tho best crop had a late start but 


is up to average," asserted George 
W. McCormick, piesldent of the Me- 
nominee company. 


"Weather 
conditions 
throughout 


August were io.tb.er dry and had a 
tendency to make the 
beets 
force 


their way down into the ground for 
moisture thus giving a ilonger 
root 


than would have prevailed in a wet 
season. The lack of rain throughout 
August had a tendency to ripen the 
crop and will possibly affect the yield 
per acre somewhat but the beets stood 
tho drought muc'1 better 
than 
did 


other ciops." 


Ordinarily the beets produce about 


200 pounds of sugar per ton and on 
this basis the daily output in the four 
plants should approximate 700,400. 


The Jariesville factory expects 
to 


operate about 60 days while the plants 
of the Menominee company piobably 
will run 60 to 90 days in caring for the 
crop. 


RUN FOR 60 DAYS 


Gigantic plants 
are 
maintained 


throughout the year for'the GO day 
operations in the fall. The process of 
manufacturing sugar is an interesting 
.one as explained by Mr. Wooll. He 
says: 


"The beets are stored in long bins 


and are conducted fiom these bins 
through flumes to the plant, 
where 


they are thoroughly washed by ma- 
chinery. They are then shredded into 
thin string like slices and placed into 


what* la culled the diffusion 
battery. 


Tills battery conuists of 14 cartridge 
shaped cells, all placed in an upright 
position, and connected with 
each 


other by large pipes or lubes through 
which warm water Is forced 
under 


pressure, 
circulating through 
the 


whole batteiy. The sugar , in this 
manner, >» washed out of the 
sliced 


beets or cossets, as they are common- 
ly called. 


"Tho juice is then put through the 


process of filtration; lime being used 
to aid in the clarification. The clear 
juice is then evaporated in vacuum 
pans and grains of sugar built up by 
the boiling process and tho grains sep- 
arted from tho residue liquids, by cer- 
trifugal force 
(a process somewhat 


similar to the modern method of sep- 
arating cream from milk). The sugar 
is then dried, put in sacks, ready for 
market. 
About 24 houis is required 


from the time tho beets enter 
the 


house before the sugar is in the bags."

MANUFACTURING WAR SCARES 
The newspapers and foreign correspon- 


dents are manufacturing 
another 
war 


scare in Europe. This" time it is Bulgaria 
and Jugoslavia which are involved. 
There have recently been assassinations, 
bombings ancl shootings on the boundary 
in southern Serbia and it is charged that 
these outrages have been due to so-call- 
ed Bulgarian "irregulars."'' These trouble- 
makers are agents or sympathizers of 
Macedonian nationalists. 
As ^ result, 


Jugo-Slavia has made strong representa- 
tions to Sofia and relations have been 
rather tense. .However, Bulgaria has been 
prompt to recognize the justice of the 
complaint, and has promised to take steps 
to control the boundary agitators. 
Re- 


ports say a state of seige will be declar- 
ed in order to suppress raids into Serbian 
territory. 


In the meantime Jugo-Slavia is con- 


ducting itself with restraint and it does 
not seem to be possible that the incident 
will become really serious. Nevertheless, 
the newspapers of continental capitals 
are trying to magnify the trouble into a 
genuine war scare. It is asserted that 
Italy is backing Bulgaria and that France 
is behind Jugo-Slavia. It also seems that 
sentiment in London leans toward the 
Serbs. Italy's alleged sympathy for Bul- 
garia is based on her geographical hostil- 
ity to Jugo-Slavia. and their recent dif- 
ferences over Albania. 


On the basis of these calculations it is 


easy to build up a theoretical collision ' 
involving the powers of Europe. Up to 
this time it does not seem to be a case for 
intervention by the League of Nations, 
but this contingency is naturally being 
discussed, and that lends color to alarm- 
ist reports being transmitted to "American ' 
newspapers. Those who have a substan- 
tial knowledge of European conditions, 
particularly in the Balkans, will be dis- 
posed to treat the trouble lightly and to 
take the ground that it cannot lead to 
hostilities the enemies of European peace 
seem determined to precipitate. Back of 
the whole trouble, however il mav ter- 
minate, is the demand of Macedonia for 
autonomy, an end more likely to be se- 
cured 
through amicable negotiations- 


than bv force.

"Wisconsin 
produces a cheese for every taste. 
While an occasional customer may 
call for Keufchatel or Camembert or 
Gouda or Edam or Primost or Roque- 
fort, these foreign types are not in 
strong demand. The bulk of the trade 
wants either American or Swiss or 
Brick or Limburger and in the order 
named. All of these are produced in 
great abundance in our state and 
much of this production is of excel- 
lent quality.

HOG CHOLERA STILL 
REPORTED FOUND IN 
KEWAUNEE-CO AREAS 


Fifteen Outbreaks Cause Loss 


of Eighty 
Hogs, County 


Agent Reports

Kewaunee — According to H. R. 


Lathrope, agricultural agent of Ke- 
waunee-co, hog cholera is still preva- 
lent in his county. 
To date there 


have been fifteen outbreaks with a 
loss of eighty hogs. The last of these 
occurred, Oct. 4, about 
two 
miles 


north of Rio Creek in Lincoln town. 


Hog cholera was brought into the 


county with a shipment of Yorkshire 
hogs from Milwaukee packing plant. 
At first the disease was confined 
to 


farms having that breed of hogs but 
later it spread from these Yorkshire 
farms to other 
farms and is now 


menacing 
the hog industry of the 


county and this section of the state. 


The condition was so serious that 


members of the county fair - board 
deemed it wise to bar hob exhibits 
from the September fair. Every pos- 
sible means of control is being used 
and urged by Mr. Lathrope. He Is 
making the following suggestions to 
hog breeders for the control of 
the 


disease: 


"Do not go near your neighbor's 


hog lot and keep visitors away from 
your, own. 


"Keep dogs and pigeons away from 


your premises. 


"Keep your own dog tied up until 


the cholera outbreak is over. 


'•Do not permit hogs to run on the 


highways. 


"Burn to ashes all hogs dying from 


any- cause, but it is safest to call a 
competent veterinarian to diagnose a 
case before burning. 


"Burn to "ashes the inwards of all 


hogs killed for any purpose. 


"Keep hogs in well lighted quar- 


ters that are clean and sanitary and 
give them plenty of range on ground 
that hogs have not ranged on be- 
fore .for at least two years. 


"In case a sick hog is noticed that 


does not come up for dry feed, call a 
person who can tell you what 
the 


trouble is and have a competent vete- 
rinarian vaccinate the entire herd. 
Vaccination will save the herd if ap- 
plied in time." 


The area now infected with cholera 


is the lake shore about ten miles south 
of Kewaunee. the Slovan district and 
the region about Kio Creek.

Demonstrate Machine For 


Harvesting Sugar Beets

Forcstvlllc—A machine for topping, 


digging, and loading sugar beets, in- 
vented by Carl Fcuerstein, route 2. 
and George Fcuerstein, Algoma, was 
demonstrated recently in the presence 
of thirty bugar beet growers, repre- 
sentatives of farm machinery manu- 
facturers and manufacturers of beet 
sugar, 
and county 
agents, on the 


farm of Carl Feuerstein. The demon- 
stration was not a decided success as 
the recent rains had made the digging 
of sugar beets by machinery or 
by 


hand an impossibility. 
In previous, 


private trials, however, the machine 
did very satisfactory work. On ac- 
count of the failure of the last public 
demonstration, another demonstration 
will be made when the beet fields are 
dry enough to carry a team. 


The invention of the Feuersteins at 


which they have been working off 
and on the past twelve years, saves 
the work of eight men in the harvest- 
ing of sugar beets and completes the 
work of topping, digging and loading 
as fast 'as a team can move over a 
row of sugar beets, it is claimed. The 
machine was patented 12 years ago 
but improvements have been patented 
since the first patent was issued. 


The machine consists essentially of 


the front axle, wheels and- steering 
apparatus of a small automobile, a 


topping devise that in operation rides 
a row of sugar beets and removes the 
tops. Back of the topper are a plow, 
something like a potato digger but 
divided in the middle, a conveyor, that 
carries the beets to the rear and de- 
livers them to the elevator and lastly 
the elevator that dumps the beets into 
a wagon ready to be hauled to the 
shipping point. 


The topper consists of two belts run- 


ning on pulleys, each provided with 
metal flanges on the outer 
surface, 


running parallel with each other 
parallel with the frame of the 


and 
ma- 


chine. These bend the beet tops to- 
ward the knife above which a large 
double roller presses the 
beet tops 


down on a knife which cuts as a pair 
of shears. 


After the tops are 
removed the 


beets are lifted from the ground with 
the plow. From the plow they are 
forced over a chute of iron rods lead- 
ing backward to a conveyor provided 
with flanges that prevent congestion 
or blocking. This conveyor carries'the 
beets and discharges them in the ele- 
vator through which they are carried 
and delivered to the wagon. Through 
the rods and the slat bottoms of the 
conveyor and elevator, the dirt on the 
beets falls to the ground. The plow- 
is raised or lowered by a leversin,the 
hands of the operator. 


PROPOSE METHOD OF 


SETTLINGDISPUTES 


S t a t e Dairy Department 


Ready to Act for Producer 
and Cheese Maker 


Madison—(/P)—A means of adjust- 


ing disputes between milk producers 
and cheese factory 
operators 
has 


been reached by the state dairy and 
food department. Farmers often feel 
that the cheese maker is cheating 
them in the matter of milk-tests, and 
the cheese maker is usually convinced 
that the producer is trying to get 
more for his milk than it is worth, 
says the department. 


The system devised by the depart- 


ment is "to have the producer send in 
a four ounce bottle filled'with sample 
milk from the day's 
supply. 
This 


sample must be accompanied by a 
written statement, signed by both the 
producer and the cheese manufactur- 
er, that it is a fair sample of the milk 
supply. 
The dairy department then 
tests 


the milk in its laboratories, and gives 
them the results of the test, which 
both parties know will be a fair and 
accurate one. This process can be re- 
peated daily until any doubt of un- 
fair treatment on the part either of 
the farmer or the cheese maker is 
dispelled. 


This procedure has been in opera- 


tion less than a month, says C. J. 
Kremer. commissioner, but it is de- 
veloping very well. 
It is the only 


means by which the department can 
assure those interested that they are 
receiving fair treatment. 


"It would be physically imppssible 


to have a state inspector at each of 
the 3,000 cheese factories 
in 
the 


state," says Mr. Kremer. AVe receive 
many requests from farmers to have 
the cheese maker watched for unfair- 
ness, and just as many, accusations 
from cheese makers that the produc- 
er is trying to cheat them.
